But if our Holines had doubted their skill in cheating

ſecrate to be the Biſhops of their Soulesz And not 
knowing the principles of Implicite Obedience y they 
begin to (ift thoſe undoubted Verities, which are as 
old as the Sunne and Starres,and doe arraigne our C1- 
tho'ick Apoſtolicke Truths, before their Tribuoall, 
where our Venerable Cleargy (being the Character 
of our own Image) in whoſe hands we have abſolute- 
ly put the Raignesof Eccleſiaſticall and Secular Go- 
vernment, mult ſtand to their decermination,and wait 
upon the diſcretion of an uſurped and Hereticall 
Cenſure. O high Impiety ! The laſt of all Nations,

No,Counſellors& Rulers of the Earth, though his 
therto we have ſailed witha very preſperous wind, &

Wee will firſt fetch the compaſſe of the World, 
and conglomerate our undaunted forces, like a 
deſtroying and inexorable rempeſt , ro ſweep a- 
way Traths Enemies. All our Convents ſhall firſt 
be carned into Fence-ſchooles, before the Great 
Cauſe be diſgraced. We will defend mainly, en- 
gage our very Crucifixes, and Hypothecat onr 
Cardinals Caps betore the Mitres honour be any 
whit couched. 

But now becauſe many Incumbencies advertiſe 
us to diffolve, and ſome ſtrange Embaſladors 
attend your Holinefſe from whoſe boſome they 
come to receive 'Apoſtolick direftions, to lead 
them as a Starre in the way to the hill of Grearnes, 
where the Laxrells of triumph do? condignly at- 
rend them : Wee forbeare to preſume on this 
Times importance, onely daring repreſent to 
your Holineſſe, how neceſſary it is ro imploy 


pens 
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pens,- policies,. and power, ro rack all our might 
for advancing our holyittentions, and breaking 
theclouds of Errour and Herefie, which are like 
ro over-ſpread the whole 'World -'Confider how 
the crying neceſſities of our bleeding Primitive 
Mother doe implore the-ſame : ' Inthe meantime 
( till your Holinefſe have more precious leiſure ro 
beſtow upon further Catholike Refolnrions ) let 
ler there bee a grand Apoſtolick Nxncio difpatch- 
ed upon the wings of fpeed ro rhe Iſle of Britain, 
(if there bee any courtefie to receive him there 
worthily ). Even ſtrongly afliſted wich the fpirie 
of Truth, which yoar Holinefle Predeceſſors did 
uſually. ſend-ro the Tridentitie Councell for the 
atuaring of thoſe infallible members, and exrir- 
ping of Hereſie.: Inftrudt him deeply how to 
proclaime to the world; and write it onthe $Kkie yyei1 blown 
with Letters-of goldnever ro be forgatten , and Seignior, 
print it in the Records ot- Hiſtories co all after a- 
ges, thatthough Religion bee the common pres 
rence of diſcontent amongſt theſe untamed Here- 
ticks, wherewith they uſe ro maske theirmnbrid- 
led licence, their affronted boldneſſe, their high 
contempr of Soveraignrie, and dare commit any 
Impiety, guilded wich the laftre of SanCtiry : Yer 
nothing is ſo ſtrongly defired, nothing ſo truely 
intended by them,abhorring the order of ſyubje- 
on, than to ſhake off che yoke of Monarchie,Sc 


breake rhe Cords of Spiriruall and Temporall ju- 
riſdiction, 
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riſdiction, with the ſwing of their deſperate | 
frenz1e, 

Ic will not bee inexpedient likewiſe ro cauſe 
ſome others ; whoare enriched with theſtrength 
of more ſubtle abilities, and doe cunningly know 
how to creep into the mindes and Cabines of prin- 
ces, and rake dominion there, be ſent forth with 
all convenience, * for ſubyercing the Machinati- 
ons of cheſe Matchiavilian Calviniſts : Ler Au- 
thority, Lords of Power ,-and Maſters of Time 
be taught ( for Clemencie is the Nurſe of Rebel- 
lion) how to-preſle them downe with weight, 
though the conſpiring Crew that bre 1ths nothing 
but fire, and yomits blaſphenije,-who hath conſe- 
crate their Eſtates, -and eſpouſed their negle&ted 
lives to the luſt ofRevolcing, ſhould crie our vie-

neſſe) that, now. nothing can compole the 


fury of the Obſtinate people, nor ſmooth 


the commotions, unlefſe Epilcopacy firſt of 
all be throwne over boord; and then having 
given. the fwinge tothe wheele of their 
phancy, no hopes of reſt,

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- Your Holineſſe had wiſely, and effecually 
too eſtabliſhed your right, and contumed 
your poſſeſſion 1n thoſe parts, by that Hie- 
rarchy : But now the glory1s departed from 
thoſe mighty Champions ; T hey are chaſed 
too and tro as a forſaken leate before; the 
wind,and know not where to pitch ; And he 
alſo that cre while was the great Primate of 
England, alterius Orbis *Patriarcha, for a Throne 
of eminency, is like to be brought upon the 
Scaffold of delinquency ; andthe reſt of the 
holy fathers of this Church, lovers of peace, 
and moſt religious oblervers of the old Apos 
ſtolick eminency, for the honour of the 
Church, and glory of the Goſpel], are like. 
wiſe trembling, every day ready to be offered 
up as a ſacrifice to the publick hate. The 
valorous Pens of your Emiſfaries, and faith- 
full labourers are now dilcouraged , lalled 
aſleepe, and turned againſt themlelyes. The 
Authors of the moſt meritorious Peeces: are 
now arreigned before the hereticall: Tribu- 
nals, and ſhall hardly be brought off, if the 
ſtrength of your _ and aſliduity of your 


Z prayers 
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prayers doenot prepare their ſafety. Their 
ſhining vertues, by which they oughtto have 
beeneſo deare to the Church of 'Fome, 'are 
now wrapt, in clouds of ſhame. All things 
move croſly; and now when our aftaires 
were even ripening , and: our juſt hopes 
pregnant with conceir of wreaths, and try- 


-umphs, behold We arc filled with nothing 


but diſappointments, and apprehenſions of 
farther reaching woes. 


I know the portentuous newes of the 
Scottiſh and Engliſh treaty (which fills all 
Courts, and Kingdomes) hath long erenow 
afflicted your moſt {acred cares : for the e- 
{tates of Scotland (which We can nevername 
without ſhame and anger ) have given order 
to their Commiſſioners ( Embafſadours of 
our overthrow) to treat wirh the Peeres of 
England for the produttion of an eſtabliſhed 
peace betwixt the two Nations, and 1o con- 
{ſequently for preparing worſe dayes to us, 
then the miſeries of -the moſt difaftrous 
war : They are lin'zed together like two 
malignant powerfull Planets in conjunction, 

who 
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who have ſuch forceable influence in the 
Times, that: they calt. torth a flood of fire, 
andanimate every thing againſt us with a 
dangerous temper, By the conference of this 
treaty (which joynes their interlaced minds 
m anindividuall league)and by the prophane 
canvaſiing and ſuperci]hious, contreQation of 
the higheſt myſteries of State, We ſee how 
they have over-done us, and over-witted us 
in all our policies : It ſhall bee found ( moſt 
boly Father ) erue as the eternall Verities, 
that their union willprove our infallible con+ 
fuſion. And that orcinary remedy of a divi« 
(ion, which has oftentimes proved ſo effe&u- 
all, in fuch exigencies will likewiſe now for- 
jake us : for all their purpoſes, their Judg- 
ments, their affections, 


( Like as a nimble ſmiling flame 
Meeting another, growes the ſame ) 


Are now but all one, pointing upward with 
their heads, not to heaven, but to the top 


af their execrable hopes, being no other 
then 
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then to ſee your Venerable Miter (which {6 
long hath beene the terrour of Princes) bu- 
riedin the duſt ; never did plots thrive like 
theirs; every day, and every circumſtance of 
time adds a new.degree of ſtrength to their 
machinations ; fortitying themſelves againſt 
- us moſt {enſibly, even as by the continual 
revolution ofthe approaching Sun We find 
theday is enlengthned, and the ſummer be- 
otten. There be greater .conſiderations in 
hands then the curious rules of ceremonies, 
which I confeſle did multiply moſt egregi- 
ouſly,after the Majeſty, and decency of the 
Ftalian iplendour : certainly their actions doe 
carry an unufuall weight; and ſutable to 
themſelves doe fiye at an unufuall height. 
Their progreſle 1s {wift, and powerfull, as 
is the progreſſe of unlimited fire'in a popu- 
lous City; orlike winds, whole force doe 
at their birth rend ope the ſtubborne wombe - 
of the dull carth, 
I have skrewed my lelfe as cunningly as'I 
could in the boſome of their intelligence , 
and found the pulle of the buſinefſe , but I 


declare 
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declare my ſagacity failes me if they doe net 
thirſt aſter the very heart-blood of your ho- 
r.our, end combine for jour fivall fall; and 
all this under the gallznt neme of Loyalty 
tro thcr King, and ipecious pretext of defen« 


ding the faith. Oh the cunning Hereticks. - 


the Scots ! they have beficged us moſt ſubril- 
ly, and ſprung a mine as It were under your 
Holinefle owne throne. | 
Amongſt other inveagling devices, they 
have coined ſuch a blaſphemous way of argu- 
menting againſt Venerable Epiſcopacy, that 
it will prove moſt deſtructive of that hea- 
venly Hierarchy , by which your Holineſſe 
had anchored on the beauty of this Church; 
and this malignancy 1s followed with con-- 
ruity of humours i eaſily elemented , that 
1 doubt the miſerable torne thing can eſcape 
ſhipwracke in this hell-blowne tempeſt. 
They laugh at the authority of our Church, 
they ſcorne the arguments of antiquity, ſay- 
vg that Truth did precede errour; and all 
the confiderations of pompe 2nd ({tzte,” and 
extcroall mogriſicerce they hold lighter 
then Vanity, L, As 
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As tothe Aﬀſembly of the high Court of 
Parltament, here (upon which all hereticke 
Churches doe gaze more ſyperſlitiouſly 
then the Indtans looke upon the Sun which 
they adore) 'tis more terrible then many Ar- 

-mes with banners, and by unmercifull wayes 

_ intends a mighty vengeance againſt the Fe. 
miſh and Prelate faftion. They are in a ſtrange 
motion, andrun a tyde cleane contrary to 
our ſtanding ; fome wonderfull aſſiſtance 
muſt prompt the times dangerouſly, and the 
great body of this juſtly redoubted Parla. 
ment, is hketo have a vertue too inunenſe 
for one region to.containe, and moves with 
greater Majeſty then as it were relolyed to 
confine its revolutions within the narrow 
hmits of this Tland ; for the polictes are fo 
many and tranſcendent, their reſolutions fo 
frme- and immovyable, that they are cafaly 
powerfull not onely to baniſh the Catho. 
licks out of their owne Land, but doe vio- 
lence to. the Romyſh faith in the heart of 7taly, 
and per{wade the Turkes and Barbares to be- 
come hereticall Impoſtors. It 1s able to 
| make 
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make your Anceſtors breake their mabre 
lodgings, come forth and quarrell chis ſfuper- 
lative tury, which riots {o boundlefly. Hee 
that would diſ-compole this Parliament , 
mulſr (rſt overthrow a Kingdome, a Prince, a 
Law ; nay el{eas cafily might hee commixe 
with lightnings, or call backe a Thunder- 
bolt, as offer to reſtore it : for it is diſeaſed 
in mind, difeafed paſt recovery. All the Ca» 
nons,and conſtitutions of that ſacred Synode 
( which were truely the Magazin of our ſpi- 
rituall ſtrength )are here bitterly peſtered, 
and {wept away ; and the children of Policy, 
who made the adyancement of your eſtate 
and honour the greateſt part of their ſtudy, 
are now moſt dangeronſly cenſured, and 
made the deplored ſubje& of the times. 
They take as little notice of your off-ſpring, 
the revercnd Prelats, as the furly North does 
of tne Snow ; which when it has engendered, 
its vid breath ſcatters-throngh the earth 
forgotten. If buſineſſe take fo hot a wor- 
k.ng, trucly for what I can conjecture by the 
purpoſes of heaven, or earth, all the Lawrels 
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growing on your Holinefſe Creſt will bee 
turned to Cypres, {erving to no uſe but to 
adorn your ftuneralls; and the Cardinalls , 
Arch-btiſhops, and Biſhops of [tely (hill bee 
ſhortly ſent to wiſite their cold Urnes, and 
the Nunaes left to keepe warme their aſhes 
' with their deareſt reares. 

Yonr Arch-officers, and friends,can be no 
more uſefull co your Holineſſe ; though they

(ecution 18 lo hot here, and the winnowing 
of men {o exact, that ſundry ( out of con(ci- 
ence of humbling, and weakening the State, 
to make it more capable of alterations, and 
and apt to obey) not able to ſtand before

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fuch a ſophiſticat light, as is their Parliament 
(which notwithſtanding of our light eſteem, 
has melted them as Snow ) have embraced a 
voluntar baniſhment, andtranſplanted them- 
felves beyond ſea, where they may enjoy the 
ſafety of a more gracious ſhade, and under 
your Holineſſe beames grow fat. Wee have 
not yet ſcene all the links of this chaine of 
providence, till the unwearied {pheares, .the 
diſpenlers of time, {pin them our one after 
another ; but if your Holinefle will caſt your 
eyes abour you, and looke to the commoti- 
ons, and earth-quakes in _— , and 
Common-wealths; Wee dare almoſt be-bold 
to {ay that your Kingdome 1s now at the age 
ofconſiſtence, and-can grow no further. 
Your Sun-beames have paſt the meridian, 
andchaſed with the ſtifling miſts of errour, 
like ſmoake out of thepit, are ſwiftly decli- 
ning, .and that without hopes to ariſe a- 
gaine; ſothey take it univerſally for gran- 
ted, and belceve/ with ftrong Any” 1

of your Cxccution ? and can the Prince Pala- 
tine be arrived here for any thing which will 
bring either happinefle to the common 
cauſe, or divert the calamities which arc 
daily emergent, like ſwolne clouds of infeCti- 
on ariſing upon the Horizon and darkening 
the sK1e? No, our cvills are preparing as 
the Arrowes are ready to bee ſent from 
the bended bow. 

Through this bcliete , the prophane world 
doe glory in moſt lacrilegious inlolencics;

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for the diſ-mantling of Churches, the pulling

The Pulpits haye forgotten 
that gracious ſound, with which they were of © 
late moſt entirely acquainted ; the Bookes 
dare not appeare in the Romiſh dye, but come 
forth in ſquadrons; in ſtrange habit, and 
hereticall colours, Our poſleflion heere js 
gone, itſcemes; and our hopes to recover it, 
wholly blaſted ; nay if the pernicious Coun- 
fells, and the opinions of the daring Scots 
prevaile, Wee may as cafily thinke to entice 


the 
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the Sun ſrom ls Ecliptick, as work an alte- 
ration of their humors, or ſhake them from 
theſe new grounds to which they are now ſo 
micrably wedded. 

I dare not forget to ſhew your Holines, 
what great expreſiions of joy have bin heere 
{n the City of Londwn, tearing the clouds with *

If ever affliction could awake the Sonnes 
and Daughters of the Konane Church , *tis 
now,when the angry winds are let looſe from 
the corners of the earth. Wee have not in- 
deed ſlept our time here, but practiſed very 
laborioufly, and accarding as the Churches

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exigency did call us to a double care, fo 
likewiſe have We attempted all expediencies 
for deluding the purpoſes of our enemies, and 
ſtrengthning our ſelves. We have ſtretched 
our wit, and ſtudied fitting policies in all the 
latitude of a Catholick confcicnce; there re- 
maines nothing in the treaſure of invention 
which We have not {ollicite, and now in 
theſe bleeding times with greater ſtrength of 
wit; but I know not what has interpoled be- 
twixt your Holines influence, and a good 
cftect: ſome thing of late has made obſtruci- 
ons in the efteCtuall derivations of your Apo- 
ſtolick BenediCtions; all has proved unprofi- 
table : And(not to offend your Holines) I
